S. 7. It is not leſs unaccountable, That our modern High- 
Church-men ſhould fall in with the Old Presbyterians, and other 
whimſical Se&s of thoſe Times in the Enthuſfiaſtical Aſſertion, 
That Dominion is founded in Grace; which is ſo much the 
more extraordinary, not only becauſe they never before pre- 
rended to any ſuch thing as Grace, but have formerly con- 
demn'd this Opinion in the 187% Article of their Decree at 
Oxford, Auno 1683. as a Doctrine damnable, ſeditious, deſtru- 
cive of Government, and Humane Society. | | 

If therefore they ſhould be found chargeable with the Do- 
Qrine, they muſt be alſo chargeable with theſe their own 
pernicious Conſequences deducible from it; and that t 
are ſo, will ſufficiently appear, if we confider what is 
meant by theſe Words Dominion and Grace. 

By Dominion, is well known to be underſtoed the exer- 
ciſe and diſcharge of all Offices, Civil, Military and Eccle- 
ſiaſtical: That is, the whole Power of governing the King- 
dom, both in the Legiſlative and Executive Capacities. By 
Men of Grace, tis evident, the Presbyterians meant, and all 
Parties muſt mean themſelves as the only Orthodox, the Fa- 
vourites of Heaven, and alone capable of the Graceof GOD, 
eſteeming all others to be Hereticks or Schiſmaticks, who 
are out of the Pale of the Church, or the ordinary way of 
Salvation. | 

Now that High-Church is in this reſpe& alſo turn'd Pha- 
natick, is obvious to the whole Nation, who cannot forget 
with what flaming Zeal, with what earneſt and affeckionate Strug- 


nate Watchings and Faſiings, with what paſſionate Solicitations 
and never ceaſing Druagery, not in ſeaſon, but out of ſeaſon, they 
more than once attempted to exclude from all Imployments, 
ſuch who were not able to come up to the ſtriqt Rules and 
Diſcipline of Holy Mother-Church ; which in the Phanati-

gles, with what fervent Prayers and Intreaties, with what obſti=
